The 
V/inchester bushel is the measure referred to for grain ; and, as the acres of different districts 
vary in extent, it is necessary to observe, that the Society mean Statute Acres of five, and a half 
yards to the rod or pole, when acres are mentioned in ilieir list of premiums; and they request 
that all communications to them may be made agreeably thereto.

2d, That a book be kept containing the number of each specimen, and describing the situ9» 
ftonof the quarry, the name of the parish where situated, the di.stance of the quarry from » 
beaten road, and the distance of that road from water-carriage, with the name of the donor 
«nd propYietor. Any remarks on the qualities of the marbles, or on the lime produced from 
them, will be gratefully received and preserved by the^ociety, as materials for future inquiries.
